that the other not ſubmitring their iadgmeants to 
it, arc proclaimed thereby Hcretikes . And thus 
it may ſometimes fall our, that the firſt inucntor 
of a falſe opinion may be no Hererike, as maintai- 
ning itbetore ic be condemned by the church ; 
whereas the Profeſlors of it, after its condemna- 
tion, are become Heretikes, according to that of 
V incentius Lyrinenfis , in his worthy booke agaialt 
the prophane innouation of the hereſyes of his 
tyme . U admurable change of thinges, the authors of 
one and the ſame opinion are eiteemed Catholtkes ; and

excecd the other in — Ince the Herches of 
them are more wicked & bla! phcmous, And thus 
much touching the definition of ilcrefic, or an 
Heretike , which being 1ultly premiled , we will

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ſecond adronttion auoyd, knowing that he, that is ſuch, 
& ſubuerted, and finneth, being condemned by his owne 
tudgment, W here the Apoſtle commaundeth vs to 
auoid an Heretik, hike would not haue done, 
if the ſayd Heretike had beene in ſtate of faluati- 
on: the Apoſtle further adding this reaſon, in that 
(airh he ) ſuch a man (as being a pertinatious & 
willfull Heretike) 1s condemned by his owne proe 
per indgment : that is, becauſe he aduanceth his 
owne iudgement, aboue the iudgment of Gods 
Church, and becauſe he neederh nor thar publike 
condemnation of the Church, which vpon other 
offenders by way of excomunication is inflicted , 
The Apoſtle in 2, T heſſ. cap. 3. coniureth ( as it 
were ) in the name of Chriſt, thar all ſhould auoid 
all falſe beljcuers, in theſe words: We denounce unto 
you, Brethren,in the name of our Lord Teſus Chirſt, that 
_you withdraw your ſelues from euery Brother walking 
mordinately, and not according to the tradition, which 
they haue receaued of Vs, This place concerneth 
taith and doctrine (as the whole chapter ſheweth) 
bar if theſe men here to be c{chewed were in ſtate 
of faluation, they ought nor then to be eſchewed; 
Againe this text cannot haue reference to thole, 
who deny the Trinity, the Incarnation, and Paſ- 
lion, ſeeing the deniers of theſe high articles, are 
nor 
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not Brethren in Chriſt ; and yet the Apoſtle ty. 
lech them Brethren , whome he here reprehen« 
dcth . 

3: Againe, the Apoſtle in another place thus ,...,

obtaine the kingdome of God ; Where wee fee is ex» 
preſie mention made of Sets, and that mainta!- 
nonrs of any ſcCts in opinion of faith ( much 
more of any Hereſie, which is cue auerred with 
greater contumacy and frowardnes, and with nc» 
glect of the Churches authority (hall not cnter 
into the kingdome of heauen : from which Te - 
ſtimonies we may further conclude , that as one 
only act of fornication, barrcth a man from the 
kingdome of God, ſo allo one Hercftc excludeth 
him trom the ſame. 

4. A tourth placc is this; T de/ire (c) row Brethren (& Foife.

made sh1pwracke about the fath . Where the apoſtle 
vſeth the metaphor of 5h;pwracke , therby ro ex- 
relle more tally, that Heretikes once falling out 
of the ſhippe of Chrilts churche, are caſt into the 
ſea of ctcrnall damnation . To conclude , the E- 
uangclift Saint lohn ſpeaketh of all Heretikes in 
encrall, not embracing the doctrine of Chriſt 
(within which all ſecondary queſtions of chriſtian 
Religion are contained ) in this fort ; If any man 
come (c) unto you,and bring not the dottrine of Chriſt, 
receaue him not ito your houſe, nor ſay, God ſane you 
onto bi . Bat a man is bound in Charity to ſuf- 
fer any oac, wo 1s in ſtate ot faluation , ro come 
into his houſe , and to ſalute him, or fay : God 
lauc him. 

5. Nowwhat can be replyed againſt theſe 
former Texts ? It cannot be (ayd, that they are 
meant only of {ach Heretikes, as deny the myſte- 
ryes of the {rinity, the Incarnation of Chriſt, 
his Paſſion, and ſuch like ſupreme and cardinall 
_y of Chriſtian Religion ; this (I {ay ) cannot 

c auerred tor theſe reaſons following , Firſt, be» 
caule thoſe, who in the apoſtles tymes, denyed 
theſe principall points of Chriſtianity , could not 
be truely tearmed Heretikes ( fecing he is truely 

An 
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anHeretike, who was once a member of Chriſts 
church by fayth, but after ceaſeth to be thereof? 
no more then all the Iewes or Gentils could noe 
be accounted or ſtyled Heretikes, becauſe they 
neuer beleened the forelayd myſteryes of chriitia- 
nity . Secondly by reaſon, that according to the 
tormer definition of Herely or Heretikes aboue 
ſer downe, the former Texts hauc a neccllary rc» 
ference, ro all Hercly and heretikes whatſocucr , 
whether the ſubie&t of the ſayd falſe opinion be 
{mall or great . Thirdly , becauſe that in che tor- 
mer Texts of Scr1 pture, there 1s no reltriction of 
the word Hereticys or Herefis , to the chicte or hi- 
gheſt points of Chriſtian Religion , but ir 15 ex= 
tended to all kind of Heretikes or Herelics whats 
{ocuer, even by the Apoſtle without exception, 
who / nodoubr )if he had vnderftood Herefyes , 
or Heretiks only in the greateſt points (at leaſt in 
ſome one Textor other, among ſo many ) would 
accordingly haue reſtrayncd his wordes, only ts 
tholc kind of Heretikes ; and the rather (ceing the 
dcnyall of thoſe great points only not of others } 
do in our Libertines opinion, make the denyers 
thcreot Heretikes. But not to leaue the leaſt how 
of refuge or cuaſion , heerin 1]. will produce fome

the Trinity, or Incarnation, they are ſayd by the 
Apoſtle to departe from the fayth of Chriſt , and 
to attend to the doctrine of Dinels , But ſuch, as 
leauc the fayth of Chriſt, and attend to the do- 
&rinc of Diucls, are not 1n ftace of faluation. In 
my iudgement this one authority alone is {uffici-

7. Aſccondplace shalbe that of the former 
Apoſtle, who writing of certaine Heretiks erring 
touching the Reſurrcctis of the body, ſayth thus; 
Their \.) {peach ſpreadeth like a Canker , of whome is (1) .Ti- 
Hymenetus and Philetus , who haue erred from the" * 
truth, ſaying that the Reſurrection 15 already paſt, and 
baue ſubuerted the fayth of ſome "Theſe men belee- 
ned all the myſteryes of the Trinity, Incarnation 
&c. ({ceing otherwiſe the Apoſtle would haue re-

11, Secondly it is acknowledged by the 
commentaries and writings of all the tathers ( be- 

lides that the epiſtles chemſelues ſhowe no _

Nowthen this vnity of fayth is fo to be 
vnderſtood, as that it is not repugnant therto, 
that one and the ſame point ſhould at one tyme 
not be houlden, as neceilarily to be beleeucd,the 
which, after it hath vadergone a dcfinitine and 
ſententionall decree of Gods Church, is neceſ[a- 
rily ro be belicued : as for example, it was not 
nedQllary in the beginning of Chrittianity to be- 
leeue, that the booke of the Machabees, the Epi- 
ſle of S. Iames, S . Iude, the ſecond epiftle of S. 
Peter, the 2.and 3, of S . Ilohn, to be Canonicall 
Scripture, till they were defined fo to be by the 
third Councell of Carthage, Can. 47, at which S . 
Auguſtine was preſent, Bur after this Councell had 
by the aſſiſtance of the holy Ghoſt, dehned them 
to be Canonicall, then it was, and 1s herety to de- 
ny them to be Cononical, And the reaſon of this 
diſparity 13, becauſe it is Gods good pleature and 
wilcdome. not to reneale to his Church al articles 
of fayth in the beginning and at one tyme, bur at 
fencrall tymes, and vpon {euerall occaſions, as to 
his diuine maicſty bett ſeemerh expedient . Thus 
the fayth of a Chriſtian is capable of dilatation , 
and of a more lardge vntoulding or expoſition , 
but not of any contrariety in belicte, change , or 
alteration . And thus ( to infitt in the former ex- 
ample 
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ample) it may well ſtand with Chriſtian fayth in 
the beginning, not to accept the former bookes 
for canonicall, till the authority of the Churche 
had pronounced them for fuch ; but it ftandeth 
- not with trne tayth, that one man ſhould politi- 
uely belecuc as an article of fayth, chat the Mas 
__ and the reſt of the bookes aboue ſpecify» 
ed are not canonical Scripture, bur the prophane 
writtinges of man . And another man ſhould ar 
the ſame tyme belecue, as an article of fayth,thar 
they are canonicall Scripture ; ſince the one of 
thele contrary belictes, muſt be Heretical. 

20, This verity thenof the vnity of fayth, 
being warrantcd by the word, both of God, and 
man, as js aboue ſayd, we will take jnto our confi- 
dcration, the Catholike, and Proteſtants Religi- 
ons, all who ioyntly do profeſle to belecue in gee 
nerall, in the 'I rinity, in Chriſt his Incarnation , 
his Paſſion , and the crced of the Apoſtles; and 
ſo we ſhall difcerne, whether the fayth of all theſe 
ſcuerall profeſſors, doth inioy the forclayd marke 
of vnity in doQtrine or no. Bur ſeeing this ſubject 
1s moſt ample and lardge, I will therefore ſepoſe 
this enſuing Chapter, tor the more tull and exact 
difcoucry of the many and greax diſagreements 


bxtweene Catholikes and the Proteſtants in their 
favth 
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fayth and Religion , 


T he ſame proued from want of onity in Fayth berween 
Catholikes and Proteſtants, touching the Articles of 
the Creed : and from that , that the Catholike & 
Proteſtant do agree in the beliefe of djuers ar 
ticles neceſſarily to be beleened, and yet not 

expreſſed in the Creede . 


CHAP, III. 
V Ndertaking in this place to ſer downe , the 


multiplicity of doctrines berweene Cathos- 
likes and Proteſtants, though they all ioyntly be» 
leeue in the Trinity, the Incarnation of Chrilt , 
his Paſſion, and the like; & conſequently to ſhow, 
that this their generall belicte, wanteth that true 
vnity of tayth, which our of the holy Scriptures, 
Fathers , & the Proteſtants I haue aboue ſhowed, 
to be moſt necellary to faluation . I will firit cxa« 
mine, how the Catholikes and the Proteſtants , 
do difter touching their belicfe of the creed, made 
. by che Apoſtles, Next I will demonſtrate , that 
ſuppoſing all Profeflors of both Religions, ſhould 
agree in the true {cnce and meaning of the creed, 
yet there arc diuers other dogmaticalt points, ne- 


ce{larily to be beleeued, (& arc at this inſtanc be- 
lceued 
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lecucd both by Proteſtants and Catholiks) which 
are not exprelled or mentioned in the Crecd at al; 
or by any immediate inference to be drawne from 
ehence , Laſtly I will fer downe the great differen- 
cc betweene Catholikes and Proteſtants in other 
points of fayth,of which the Creed maketh no in- 
timation or mention at all, and yet the belicte of 
them is houlden neceſfary to faluation, both by 
Catholike and Proteſtant : from all which it ſhall 
appeare, how far diſtant the Catholike and Prote- 
ſtant Religion are from that yniry in doctrine, fo 
neceſlarily required to that fayth , whereby a 
Chriſtian is to be faucd. 

2, I do heere begin with the Apoſtles creed, 
firſt becauſe the asticles of the Trinity,the Incar- 
tion, the Paſſion &c, arc included jn the creede ; 
Secondly, by reaſon there are many Adiaphoriits 
in Religion (as I may tcarme them) who ſeeme to 
deale more lardgly and liberally heercin, ſeeinge 
they are content to extend the neceſſary obiect of 
fayth, not only to the articles of the Trinity , the 
Incarnation , and Paſlion., bat to all pointes ſer 
downe in the creed, who aflare themſelues , that 
God cxactceth nor at our hands the belicfe of any 
other articles , then what are contained in the 
exceed . Now heere atorchand we are t0 _— X

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that true fayth refteth in that truc ſenſe and mea- 
ning of the wordes of the Creed, which was inten- 
ded by the Apoltles, aad not in the wordes them- 
ſc]ues, baig deck in the 1ndgment of all lcarned 
Catholikes and Protcitants, to belecue che words 
of the creed, in a ſenſe different from the intended 
{enſe of the Apoſtles ( and conſequently in a ftalle 
ſen(e) is no better, then not to beleeue at all: And 
the reaſon heercot 1s, becaule a falle conſtruction 
drawne from the creede ( no lefle then from the 
SCripture) is not the word of God, but the word 
of man, and conſequently the fayd letter of the 
creed, {o interpreted,is ſubic& to the ſame cenlu- 
re, whereunto the word vf man is lyable ; from 
whence it followcth, that whoſocuer bclicueth the 
wordes of the creed in another (ſenſe, then was in- 
tended by the holy Ghoſt, and the Apoſtles,doth 
not belecue the creed at all, but only belecucth 
the worde of man, which cucr ſtandeth ſubicct to 
crrour and miſtaking . So as the [cntence of Saint 
Hicrome dcliucrcd only of the Scripture , may 
taſtly be applycd of the creed : Scriprure (®) non im 
legendo, ſed in intelligendo confitunt . The Scripture

F R 0M the inuiolable ynity of Fayth, we wil 
next deſcend to the priuiledges of Gods true 
church, of which priuiledges , I will at this tyme 
take only one into my conſideration; which, is 
that the church of God is indued with a fupreme 
prerogatiue, in not erring in her definitis of faith 
or condemnation of herely .

whether the ſaid doQtrines be but pointes of indi- 
ferency, or ne,and may be defended and beleiued 
cither way,without preiudice to the beleiuers true 
faith, and danger to his Saluation, as our forma- 
liſts doe auerre . For can it poſlibly be conceaued, 
chat theſe doctrines should be reputcd indittercr

Not ſo much for their 
perſonall finnes proceeding of humane frailey, 
( tor there were, many others, as great {inners as 
they, who haue eſcaped ſuch dreadfull ends ) bur 
for their firſt inuering maintaining, & preaching 
of the Proteſtant faith and Religion; & inteCting 
all countreyes with ſuch their talle and ſenſual! 
doctrines : which being granted, how then can it 
with any tonche of reaton be ſuppoſcd, that the 
politions of Proteſtancy, impugned by the Ca- 
tholikes, ſhould containe nothing but matters of 
indifferency ? Or that a man, whether he beleeue 
them, or not belecue them, may alike and indit- 
ferently be ſaued ?

priſonement only for the ſame cauſe , through 
the rigour, malice, and couctouſnes of ſupordinat 
Magiltrates ; his maicſty (whoſe clemency is moſt 
remarkeable, & whome God long preſcrue in his 
goucrnement ouer vs) being herein mightily 
wronged , through the falſe and molt iniurious 
informations of their aducrſaryes . 

3. Now thatche doctrine of learned Catho- 
likes is anſwearable to the practiſe heercin , ap- 
peareth from che frequent reftimonies of diucrs 
learned men of the Catholike Church of this 
tyme : yet for greater breuity I will infiit in che 
authoritycs only of three, ro wit, Cardinall Buro- 
mus, Cardinall Bellarmine (the two late lampes of 
Gods Church} and of Mntits / rrelleſcus, then bur 
Prouinciall, now Generall and head of the order 
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of the Ieſuits diſperſed throughout all Chriſten» 
dome . For ſome years palt their iudgments be- 
ing demanded, whether the Catholiks of Englad, 
for the ſauing of their goods, liuings, and liberty, 
might goe to the Proteſtant Church , or not to 
heare aſcrmon, though otherwayes they did not 
communicate in prayers and ſacraments with the 
Proteſtants, theſe three learned & holy men ( be- 
ſides diners others moſt eminent Doctours and 
writers, whome I heere omit) did giue their nega« 
tine ſentence therein, whoſe particuler wordes in 
latinc, I hauc thought good heere to ſet downe .

g V cn is the ſweet prouidence of the diuine 
maieſty in the diſpoſall of things , as that he 
eucr cauſcth truth to be warranted with many 
irrcfragable reaſons, & falſchood to be attended 
on with diuers groſlc abſarditics ; that ſo the iud- 
gement of men may the better be ſecured,for the 
;mbracing of truth, and remaine the lefle excuſa- 
ble, if in place of truth it entertaineth falſehood 
and crrour .

then the denyal of the Trinity, the Incarnation, 
the paiſjon,the Crecd arc, as is cuudent, touching 
the denying of (®) mariadge, of cating certaine 
meats, and touching the nature of Chriſt . Now 
that the denyall of other interiour articls of taith 
then of the Trinity, Incarnation, &c. is plaine 
Herchie, is demonſtrated abone, both from the

And againe : Calum Q ter- 4 266 
ra tranſiunt, -verba attem mea non tranfibunt , Heaut 
and earth shall paſſe away, but my wordes shall not

5. Bur to proceede further touching the 
forclaid want of vnity & diſagreements; if euery 
Chriſtian might be faued in his owne Religion , 
then might thoſe be ſaued, which belciue the arti- 
cles of the Creed in a molt differet ſence & man- 
ner, then which, what can be more rashly & cx- 
orbitatly ſpoken? For ſeeing there is but one truc 
intended fence by the Apoſtles of the Creede, 
which if we atraine.nor, then doe we beleiue, that 
which 1s falſe; but co belecue the Creede in a falſe
